He 
says he saw Furopean women hauled 
into the streets by shrieking |Boxers, 
Who stripped them and hacked them ¢o 
piecas. Their dissevered limbs were 
tossed to the crowd who carried them 
o‘f with howls of triumph. There were 
also some women already dead, hot! by 
foreigner civiliaas. He saw Chinese 
soldiers carrying the bodies of ‘white 
children aloft on spears while jtheir 
companions shot at their bodies. He 
gives other details too horribleyjto be 
@articularized here. It seems the ‘Box- 
er leaders organized a plan including 
the offering of rewards and rich foot 
for the annihilation of furopeans 
throughout China, and Tuan’s gener- 
als emphasized the opportunity sols 
diers have by seizing the foodies of 
white women on July 9th.” 

The London Daily Express publishes 
the following from Che Foo: /‘‘The 
Russians are hard pressed around Niu 
Chwang. They have been expelled 
from Tien Chwanz Tai (the scene of 
the great fight during the China-Jap- 
anese war) where they sustained heavy 
losses. They were also comrelied — to 
abandon Tashi Chan by a large ‘body 
of Boxers and armed Peasants. Here 
again the Russians lost heavily, but 
it is reported they succeeded in ‘killing 
700 of their assailants. The Chinese 
have completely demolished the rail- 
way north of Tashi Chan. ThefRus+ 
sians are now on the -Niw Chwang 
railway. The Russians, however, ac- 
cording to the latest advices irom 4. 
Petersburg have now completely de- 
feated the Chinese and have wccupied 
Blagovestchensk.” 

Shanghai, July 18: Intense .indig- 
nation is felt here at the honor: ¢ which 
the British in Hong Kong iaccorded Li 
Hang Chang, who is looked upon at 
Shangha:, as the originator of the 
wuole fiendish anti-foreign plot.

EMERGENCY ‘RATIONS. 
t32 Oittasvay July 7°00, 
The emergency rations report was 


threshed out on Thursday. The de- 
bate was concluded after midnight. 
The liberal majority of the special 
committee appointed to investigate the 
allegations of Mr. Monk moved ithe 
adoption of their report exonerating 
the minister of militia. The conser- 
vative minority of the same commit- 
tee moved in amendment the ‘ adop- 
tion of their report accusing‘the min- 
ister and his. department of rulpable 
negligence in the matter. _ The 
amendment was defeated on a ‘vote of 
73 to 52. Messrs. Ellis, Richardson( 
Oliver, Puttee, Rogers and Graham, 
independents who usually vote with 
the liberals supported the amendment. 
The main motion, that is the report 
exoneriting the minister, was car- 
ried by 66 to 52. On ythis occasion 
Messrs. Ellis, Richardson, Oliver, Put- 
tee, Rogers, Graham, Pettet, Monet, 
Bourassa, and Ethier, of the fliberal 
side voted with the opposition. The 
rpeeches made during the debate were 
moderate in tone jand were (very large- 
ly quotations from the evidence plac- 
ed before the committee, which swas 
before the members in full n printed 
form. x 

It would be wel! to.bear in mind in 
considering this case that the most 
that was alleged against the minister 
o° militia in this connection was culpt 
able negligence. There was no hint of 
cormupt intent on his part, fither in 
the formal charges or during the 
course of the debate. The minister 
himself took no part in'the discussion, 
which in its main features was confin- 
ed to the members of ‘the special com- 
mittee on both sides. Messrs. Bel- 
court, Russell, Briton and Campbell 
supported the majority report and 
Messrs. Monk, (who made the charg- 
es), Casgrain and Clarke, opposed. Mr. 
Moret, liberal, criticized unfsvorably 
both the majority and! minority tre 
ports, but relieved the minister from 
any charge of wrong intent. Messrs, 
Richardson and Oliver held that ac- 
cording to the evidence someone was to 
blame, and that the minister having 
taken no steps io punish those who 
had a personal hand in the watter 
must himself be held blameable. 

The minority report was very "ong, 
but the finding was: 

“That the Minister of Militia and 
Defence and the department of 
militia were guilty of culpable neg» 
ligence in purchasing and providing 
the Canadian soldiers with an article 
totally uniit for the purposes for 
which it was intended.” 

This finding was negatived by a 
majority of 21 as above sstated. 

sefore the main motion was put Mr. 
Pourajssa took occasion to air his per 
culiat views on the South African war 
and desired to add an amendment to 
the main motion condemning the pur- 
chase of food of any ‘kind for the vote 
unteers in South Afrier. His amend: 
ment was ruled out of order by ihe 
speaker, however, as having no cont 
nection with the subject o* the main 
moticn: which was then carried by a 
majority of 14 as already stated. 

The finding of the majority of the 
committee which was sanctioned by 
the House was: 

“That the said F, D. Monk had enp 
tirely failed to prove his charges

All the ten liberals who voi ed againt 
st exoneratting the minister had al- 
ready on one cr more occasions taken 
an independent stand. Messrs. Bour- 
assa, Monet, and Either are avowedly 
opposed to Canada’s participation in 
the South African war. Messrs. Rog- 
ers, Pettet and Graham are patrons 
and Messrs. Ellis, Richardson and 
Oliver are independent liberals. 


The evidence taken in the case is 
very lengthy as also are the majority 
and minority reports of tha \investi- 
gating committee. And there are so 
many feculiar features connected 
with the case that it 4s imrossible to 
tell its history in short ‘terins. The 
story begins in °98, when Galician 


Jew of Montreal, whose name when 
translated into French-Enclish is 
Henri Hatch sent. his partner and 


agent, Dr. Devlin, also of Montreal, to 
the militia department to try ‘and 
make a sale of an alleged concentrated 
food made by him for mse as in emer- 
gency ration for Canadian soldiers. 
An emergency ration, it may be exe 
plained, is 2 concentrated food +o 
cupying very small space in proportion 
to the nourishment which it will give. 


It is concentrated by eliminating from 
ordinary food as much as possible of 
all but its strength giving elements. 
Having only these elements it is not 


suitable for a regular diet. It fis only 
intended to keep up the {strength of 
the soldier for a day, or a ‘very| few 
days, when ordinary _brovisions are 
not attainable. The idea being that 
the emergency ration shall be so small 
in bulk and weight that several days 
supply can always be carried by the 
coldier in addition to all other food. 
and necessaries, without inconvent 
ience. He is supposed fo always bave 
the emergency ration with him, uot 
td use with Other food, but only ta be 
used when other food is not attainable. 
The strength giving elements of food 
are called proteids, and Hatch’s food 
being entirely vegetable was ‘¢éalled- 
'protose vegetal. Emergency * rations 
are a German invention and were fused 
}in the Franeo-German war. It issaid 
thait the British army alsoyrovides an 
emergency ' ration. The minister of 
militia did not wish to buy any emerge 
ency rations just then, but consented 
to allow Dr. Devlin totexperiment with 
his protose vegetal on the soldiers in 
garrison at Kingston. A thirty days 
test Was made on several soldiers and 
the usual certificates of efficiency ph. 
tiained. The certificates were to the 
effect that the soldiers’ lost weight, 
buti remained in good health Avith un- 
impaired digestion. It appeared from 
the evidence, however, that the pra 
tose vegetal was not the exclusive diet 
of the men experimented on; {halt fit 
was mixed with bread, five men re- 
ceiving daily four pounds of this bread, 
with butter. This: being so the test 
was of no vajue, for the conditions 


; Were not the same as ¢he {need (which 


emergency rations are intended to 
supply. If the protose vegetal was 
really a valuable emergency ration it 
should have been used alone, ‘but the 
soldiers could not in reason bjave een 
expected to stand a thirty day test 
of such concentrated food without im¢ 
paired digestion... That it could not 
really be « proper emergency -ration, 
is proved hy a subsequent offer of 
Hatch (in October of 99 ;when the first 
contingent was being sent away) of 
some of his product the name of which 
he had changed to “protose," for use 
by. the Red Cross society, as being a 
suitable diet for sick and wounded, 
and also by certificates of persons who 
had! used it as a ight diet in! cases 
of indigestion. It is plainly an {mpos- 
sibility that the same food shall fbe 
both a strong and a light diet. Ash 
matter of fact Hatch’s protose is of- 
fered for general sale as a food for 
invalids, not as a strong ‘food for 
strong men. 


The apparent discrepancy is assum- 
ed ‘to be accounted for by Hatch by 
a theory regarding proteids. Having 
secured by his own processes control of 
aj quantity of pure  proteids {the 
istrength-giving elements) he claims to 
be able to make food fitrong or weak 
by. mixing with say ordinary flour a 
larger or smaller Proportion of these 
proteids) For instance he may claim 
that his invalid’s food only contains 
say 10 per cent of proteids while Ais 
emergency ration contained ssay 
60 per cent. Had the so-cajled King- 
ston test beent really an emergency 
test this claim might be allowed, ‘but 
the nature and results of that test 
tend to prove the contrary—that it 
was not hizhly concentrated food; 
that it was a health father than a 
strength food. Hatch claimed that 
this food contained 60 per cent of pros 
teids, but no chemical analysis ' was 
made. If there should be any doubt 
on this point the evidence js not alone 
confined to the analysis of ‘Mr. McFar- 
lane. His analysis is supported by 
Prof. Ruttan, of Montreal, who ‘also 
coincides in his declaration that the 
vitaline is not a very ' concentrated 
food, and therefore is not an emer- 
gency _ ration. Once the valueless 
character of food is established it 
makes no real difference whether the 
price paid for it was high or low; but 
still it is of interest to comprare “the 
price at which the Bovril emergen- 
cy rations were offered and that at 
which Dr. Devlin’s was sold. & was 
further established in evidence that 
the article sold by Dr. Devlin was &m¢ 
ported from the United States and en 
tered in the customs office At a ivaluae 
ton of 30 cents per pound. The only 
aldditional value given to it lay Dr. 
Devlin after its arrival in Cansda was 
to put it through a grinding process 
at a trifling cost and pace it in four 
ounce tins. From this part of the 
action it would seem that Mr. Devlir 
having fonnd that Hatch imported (the 
basis of his product from the United 
Staites at a trifling castéthcught it} was 
just as well for him tto turnfa more or 
less honest dollar on his own account 
by doing the same. Ti does Not apt 
likely that as a matter of {fact it is 
possible to extrait proteids at: such 
a cost as would enable fhem to be used 
as Hatch’ claims to use them. They u're 
detected in different classes of foods 
by chemical analysis, but it Aoes not 
appear likely that the bare ‘proteids 
can be extracted from food fis a ‘comet 
mercial transaction. f 

About the same time as Hatch of- 
fered his protose for hospital use {he 
Bovril Co, offered to Supply emergency 
rations for use on the field by'the first 
contingent. the price to be 70 cents 

er pound, the statement’ beinz ‘made 
that such rations are accepted .by fhe 
British war office and on occasion 
are served out in the wegular army. 
This offer was not accepted as it ‘was 
not the intention of the Oanadian gov- 
ernment at the time to furnish any 
Fart of the supplies required by volunt 
teers in South Africa. As the Bovril 
ration is said to contain something 
lik 80 ger cent of the total weight 
in proteids it would appear to be fn 
emergency ration but would scarcely 
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be an article of food suitable tor fuse 
by invalids as was Hatch’s ‘protose. 
The next chapter in the story opens 
about the time the second ¢ontingent 
was being started for South Africa by 
the ajspearance again upon the jscene 
of Dr, Devlin of Montreal with an offer 
to supply the department with jem~ 
ergency rations for use of the troops. 
Since the despatch of the ‘first con- 
tingent it had come to the knowledge 
of the department that at ‘times the 
men in the field had suffered fromfack 
of food and this knowledge coupled 
with the offer of Dr. Devlin induced 
the minister to decide to provide the 
second contingent with - emergency 
rattions. When Dr. Devlin first  aipt 
peared on the scene he fcamie as agent 
and partner of Hatch but on his 
second appearance it has since been 
developed that he represented himself 
only, having in the meantime Alissol- 
ved his connection with Hatch. The 
article offered by him was called vita- 
line, which, however, he explained :was 
the same as the protose ‘vegetale which 
had been tested at Kingston. On ¢he 
strength of this statemen‘ an agree- 
ment was made to accept some 2,330 
pounds of this vitaline at $2.00 per 
fourd. The food value placed on this 
vitaline by the department is set 
forth in instructions of Lieut.-Col. 
Neilson, director-general of the medi- 
cal service, in which he ‘says “the mim 
ister has added five days emergency 
rations per man of a’ new extract 
called Proteine Vegetale (four ounces 
equal to one day's rations). Qn /ao- 
casions when extraordinary circum- 
stances call for it this Mght and com- 
pact ration will be found) pf reat 
value, its merits have Leen thoroughly 
tested in “A” Battery, R.{C. A. April, 
1899." It will be noted that {here was 
nothing in the test made fit Kingston‘ 
to warrant the svpposition that four 
ounces of the protose used 'there con- 
stituted a day’s rations. On the con- 


trary the day's rations as used was 2 
2

four pounds of bread among five men 
with beef tea added which would prac- 
tically make at least a ipound a day 
to the man. It will alsohe noted fhat 
the director-general recommends vita- 
line as a compact ration jof great {value 
when extraordinary exertion is called 
for, but does not recommend ft as 
standing in the glace ofall other nour- 
ishment, which is the only purpose of 
‘an emergency ration. I+ would seem 
indeed all through this transaction 
that the director-general of the 
Canadian medical service has failed fo 
appreciate the purpose of an temerg- 
ency ration. However, the vitaline. 
was supplied and duly forwarded lo 
Halifax to accompany tha A#ifferent 
drafts of the second contingent. While 
it was lying there Capt. Renoit, sec- 
retary of the militia department 
brought away samples which were ‘aft 
_terwards tested by the ana-- 
lyst o fthe inland revenue depart- 
ment and compared with the samples 
apon which Dr. Devlin tendered. {The 
sample brought from Halifax  ijwas 
found to be identical with ‘the sampie- 
tendered on but was found ¢o contain 
only about 16 per cent Af proteids 
while it was supposed that ithe article 
upon which the Kingston test was 
made contained about 60 per cent. 
The anaylst added to his report the 
following :—“Since the average per 
cent jn wheat is about 12 it does not 
appear that this proteid powder 
(vitaline) is a very concentrated food 
or is entitled to its name or thas a 
food value equivalenti to $2 per pound.” 
The report is daited Feb. ‘12th, and és 
sufficiently definite as to the merits 
af the vitaline as a toncentrated food 
such as would be suitable for emerg- 
ency rations. Notwithstanding this 
report no action was taken ‘by the e- 
fartment to prove the value ef the 
article furnished, and on Feb. 14th a 
oheck was issued for the full amount 
due Dr. Devlin under the contract. 


The question to be considered {n con- 
nection with the supply of this vitaline 
is decided by the analyst’s report. 
An emergency ration was supposedly 
required, the vitaline was offered by 
Dr. Devlin as such a ration, the test a 
of the anaylst showed that ft Iwas mot : :

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THE DASPOORT DISASTER. 

Details are now becoming known re- 
garding tho disaster to the ‘Lincoln- 
shire regiment on Wednesday. It ap- 
pears that five companies were Order- 
ed on Tuesday to proceed jand hold the 
Fass throuzh Magalesburg, in ‘the 
neighborhood of Daspoort fort. They 
arrived in the afternoon at the pass, 
where three companies with two ‘guns 
took up a position and icamped for the 
night, leaving two companies on a 
plain south of the pass. The eastern 
hill was: rugged, rocky and inaccess- 
ible, but farther east apparently ¢ ap- 
proathable from the main ridge. At 
daybreak yesterday the Boers appear- 
ed on the eastern kopje and opened a 
heavy fire. Confusion ensued. The 
colonel ordered the men to take upa 
position on the kopje west of the gap. 
From this point a hot fire was kept 
up during the entire day. Two {uns 
funder the escort of the Scots Greys, 
placed in advance of the main body, 
were captured after a stout resist- 
anice. Nearly every man was killed 
or wounded. <A Maxim gun was 
brought into action early in ‘the day. 
The fire was too hot and the men were 
foyced to retire. A sergeant, aided by 
seven velunteers, saved the gun. 
There was 2 continuous fire fall along 
the line, the lLincojJnshire regiment 
vizgorously replying. About three 
o’clock in the afternoon the Boers ap- 
peared to the left of the position oceut 
pied by the British. An officer and fift 
teen men attempted to charge them, 
and fourteen men were killed‘ or 
wounded as the result. Three com- 
panies were practically surrounded, 
but they kept up a steady fire unwav- 
eringly, until towards nightfall, when 
their ammunition gave out. 

One who escaped from the scene 
states that at the time of his escape 
the men were taking up a good pasi- 
tion under cover and with fixed bay- 
onets were awaiting the approach of 
the Boers. It is understood upon g@odd 
authority that the Boers have employ- 
ed armed natives. Two of the natives 
leaped from cover when a smail party 
from the Lincolnshire regiment step- 
ped up and demanded their surrender, 
A soldier stepped forward and shot 
both of the natives dead. One officer, 
who succeeded in making his escape, 
had an encounter with an arined na- 
tive. It is feared that the losses of 
ths Gritish were numerous. About 
thirty of the Brilish soidiers straggled 
back to camp. According te all 
alccounts a great force is being assem- 
bled to prevent further progress of 
the Boers.

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INVALIDED CANADIANS. 

Quebec, July 14.—Twenty-eight in- 
valided Canadian soldiers from South 
Africa, errived by the Parisian. They 
had a warm reception here to-day. At 
8:30 a.m. the steamer Queen, suitably 
decorated, landed the men at: the 
Queen’s wharf. Thousands cof people 
were there and at every point of wane 
tage to receive them. 

An address of welcome was Iread by 
the pro-mayor, Alderman Tunqauay, 
after which a military salute was jiy- 
en by the militia and a detachment 
of marines from H.M.S. Indefatiguable 
and Psyche, who were on the wharf, 
while thousands of spectators cheered 
enthusiastically.

STEYN’S RETREST FROM EKERONSTAD. 
A letter written from Johannesburg 
on May 1i7th, thus describes Steyn’s 
flight from Kroonstad before Roberts’ 
army : c{ 

No man in South Africa <jpent ‘the 
lith day of May under more-‘laborious 


and disheartening conditions than 
those which coufronied President 
Steyn of the Orange Free Staite. 


Lord Roberts’ vast army had been 
pushing its way rapidly and steadily 
northwardc. for ten days. The even- 
ing of Thamsday the 10th; found ~he 
English advance guard within a ‘few 
miles of Kroonstad, the temporary 
ccpital of the state. The main ‘body 
of the army was but some 5 to 18 
miles away. The packing of the mil- 
itary stores had been prozeeding jor 
several days, and the greater jportion 
had been sent northward hy rail. On 
TLursday the order was issued for 
the packing of all official hoolss and 
papers, for transportation by carts 
and wagons to the town #f ‘Lindley, 
some forty miles to the eastward. 
The folly of the selectioniof fhat point 
was realized on the following day 
wher. orders were sent for {the festab- 
lishment of a new officia! location at 
Heilbron. 

All through the week, timid‘ or @is- 
couraged, or tired out burghers: had 
been straggling back from that syme- 
what indefinite region known as “ihe 


front.” Like the men of all other 
eountries, there are Boers who are 
brave and plucky, and there’ are 


those who are neither. There is a 
vast amount of tall talk j.bout fight- 
ing to the end, of deaihin preference 
to surrender, or a hated Erglisb dot 
mination, but I cannot help ‘noticing 
that there has been in fhe Pecent days 
of the campaign in the Free State, 
a very considerable percentage of 
Boers who seem to dislike ‘thse idea of 
dying for their country in ‘too close 
proximity. to the British army. One 
might infer that they believed that 
to die twenty-five to fifty m{les away 
would be more comfortable and quite 
as useful. Yet one cannot much 
blame these stragglers to the rear. 
When a man tells me {that he really 
erjoys the experience of a firing-line,; 
I set him ‘down as tither a; fool or a 
liar, and when a _ faint ‘neart ‘s 
coupled avith either a feeble body. or 
an empty stomach, one is disposed ‘to 
be charilable towards the victim »% 
the combination. 

The tide of stragglers increased on 
Thursday, and there was promise of 
a flood of them on ‘Friday morning. 
At an-early hour on that day, Presi- 
dent Steyn was in the Gaddle riding 
cut ‘to meet them and ‘turn them back. 
Had there been any sert of military 
organization, this might‘have bcer 
possible even then, although it 
would really have beem useless. With 
such a disorganized mass, the task 
Was as hopeless aS that of: the old 
lady who tried to sweep back the At- 
lantic ocear. Mr. Steyn sougnt to 
stay them by every means in‘his pow- 
er. He begged and urged and threat- 
ened. He appealed to their manheod 
and their patriotism. He placed.some 
under arrest. A few returned to ‘he 
lines, though not many of tihem,stay- 
ed there. This retreat wis not o° a 
(panic-stricken mob, but rather -an-wt- 
ter rout of a disheartened anddis- 
couraged-imass in ‘the. face «ofan! overs 
whelming force. é 

As the day advunced- theinwmbers 
of the retreaters- increased. Wagon- 
loads of camp baggage and the -honse- 
hold furniture of refugees joined the 
great procession. Most of thbe.officials 
started early in the morning for the 
new establishment. A’ feeling that 
the British would be in-the town — he- 
fore night increased as thejhours pent 
by. By noon the exodus was in {ull 
movementi. The railway yards were 
heing emptied of all roiling stock save

But 
the tide rolled back, and could mot be 
stayed. 2 

I had accepted, very gladc!y, ‘the fini 
vitation af my very “good \friend, ‘Mr. 
R. E. Brownger, the general manager 
of the Orange Free State Railway, to 
leave with him in his ‘private car by 
a special train, which would be the 
last to zo. The time of departure 
was uncertain, depending upon the 
british advance. I[ was fully satis- 
fied that there would be fo occupa- 
tion on that day unless some unre- 
roried flanking column had made its 
way northward, to east, or west, to 
some point above the town. It was 
haidiy possible that such couid he 
the case, yet the inefficiency of Boer 
‘military methods and sources of ac- 
curate information did leave a 
chance that it might sofhappen. By 
midday I had become quite (tired tof 
the useless hustle and confusion of 
talk and action in the town centre, 
which lies about a mile from {the rail- 
way station. I settied my account 
with the hotel, and commandered : a 
darky to “tote” my luggage up ‘io 
Mr. Brounger’s car, It proved an 
excellent meve. I was. out of ithe 
mess and from the observation ‘plat+ 
form aft the rear of the kar [ could 
sweep the horizon and overiook fhe 
whole town with my field-glass. 

From that point I watched), ¢he 
moving crowd until about 4 o’clock. 
The eastward border line of the town 
was just beyond my post of observat 
tion, There the open veldt began, 
and ran away to a ridge of low hills 
two pr three miles ‘beyond. Imnme- 
diately abreast of me, and at a right 
angle with the track, there tran a 
broad and straight street through the 
edge of the town. To the south ani 
southwest, five or six miles away, lay 
the Boschrind (a rand is a_ ridge). 
along which ran the useless ‘trenches. 
and across which the Metreating 
Boers were moving on their way thro- 
ugk and heyond the village. On a 
side track, made-up and ready ito start. 
stood the ammunition train. On 
the main track stood the hospital 
train with no very large number ; of 
patients. It had also a few freight 
cars and a coach or two for the con- 
venience of the few who were to-go 
by it. among them two or three fer- 
eign military attaches and two br 
three correspondents. On a. siding 
below the station there stood! an en; 
gine and a car or £wo. This ‘was 
called the “dynamite train.” Its par- 
pose was the blowing up-ofithe Val- 
seh river bridge, a fine structure 
three or four hundred. feet in Jength{ 
with two central: piers of ,solid ‘mas- 
onry, rising to a height of feventy- 
two feet above the littleStream. 

There was: very: little fighting tt 
Kroonstad as there had been very litt 
tle at the tother. points between.that 
and Bloemfontein. There was: some 
firing-and the boom of distant urtill- 
ery was to be heard throughout the 
hours of the afternoen. This had;little 
result save to-excite: and: frighten ithe 
people of the town. That was-inevit- 
able. The sound of canron. fire: ifor 
business purposes is not at ‘all pleas- 
ant, and though its. shat (may not 
come within five miles those who are 
uniamiliar with it, quite naturally 
think that the gun was fired just 
around’ the-corner and that the Shell 
has come‘throwzh the roof. People nJt 
ways do funny things when they are 
excited. They throw clocks out of the 
window, and pack tin plates fas 
though they were egg-shells china. 
They see and-hear things ' which do 
not exist. In little clouds of dust 
raised in the distance by hurrying 
messengers: of fleeing’ burghers they 
see the smoke of exploding shells. 
Returning groups. of: their: own ‘peo- 
ple are: transformed ‘into ‘strong ‘col! 
umns of the-enemy. The ‘air is full of 
the wildest rumors, and .much:!zoason 
at which-one would ‘!augh'very*heart- 
ily if it were*not all’ so serious to 
those» who are -concernéd in itt. 

Soon after four o’clock Mr: ‘Brohiné- 
ger and I’ drove’ over to the presi- 
dent’s house. We found him in con 
Sultation with. General Louis Botha, 
the commander-in-chief of the army. 
He was looking’ tired and worn, but 
put a marvellous good ‘face-on ‘things 
and showed’ a spirit. of cheerfulness 
which he could not“ have (felt, Mount- 
ed orderlies with messages came and 
wect, while we sat: and Miscussed “the 
Situation. At about halfpast four an 
orderly rode up with the‘information 
that the English had-sent a lanking 
column across-the river below ‘the 
town. Probably better trained and 
more experienced military: men would 
have insisted vpon*more- definite in- 
formation regarding the strength and 
location of this column before accapt'- 
ing the information as the final de- 
termining. quality in their plans. 
These gentlemen were coo) enough, 
and in no “way showed any signs of 
nervousness or excitement, but Gen. 
Botha, dispatched. a messenger to ‘the 


the vice-president 

of the Transvaal, with a réinforce- 
ment of 120 Transvaal burghers. If 
danger was imminent, that train must 
be stopped at u certain point. Fail- 
ing that, the hospital train and tthe 
rest might fall into British jhands by 
reason of delay to avoid avo) lisiofi en 
route. ° fs 

There was really no reason :for guch 
haste, and I did not share the ajppre- 
lhension of my associates. So far as I 
ean learn, the English did not enter 
the town for nearly twenty-four ‘hours 
after. I knew their position general- 
ly, and had ‘calculated their move- 
ments with others, who had _— seen 
something of war work. Still, it was 
well enough to be on ‘the safe side. 
The expected train was duly hield ‘ud 
at Honingspruit, and the track wit 
clear for the departure of the am=- 
munition train, the hospital train, and 
the official car. The crowd was still 
pouring through the town, and ° had 
a fairly strong English force heen 
able to swing around five miles above 
the place, it could have held . those 
trains, captured a large body Of pris- 
oners, possibly including Messrs. 
Steyn and Botba and otherr officials, 
and secured hundreds of horses and 
tattle. News channels are so effectual- 
ly stopped up here that T have been 
unable to obtain detailed information, 
but such! as I ean get leads me to be- 
lieve that all who desired to do so got 
safely out of town. 

The writer thus forecasted the move- 
ments of Reberts, and gave, his opinion 
of the settlement of the war; 

“I look to see Riobertd Staytat Kroope 
stad to recuperate his tired mM nf.and 
to construct a line of communication 
behind him by building temporary 
turnouts at the destroyed bridges. [I 
looked for a column ito moye east+ 
ward and open Van Reener’s Pass by 
an attack from both sides, thus open 
ing the gaite for Buller’s entrance and 
co-operation; Methuen will move 
in from the west via ‘Klerksdorp, and 
the combination of the three columns 
will be thrown against Johannesburg 
and Pretoria. All this may be Gone 
by the early days of July, aud the be- 
ginning o2 August may see the iend! 
of the war. But it will not see the 
end of the hostilities. England ma‘; 
annex the Free State and (the Trans- 
vaal,, but I am quite satisfied that she 
will find that she has ‘annexed b horn- 
et’s nest the denizens of jwhich ‘will 
sting while they live.” ‘

The attempt was followed by a fight 
in the course of which ‘the women tore 
up paving stones and handed them to 
the combaitants.

A 
sergeant and several constables were 
severely injured.

Japan is a Yellow Nation,‘and there- 
fore less offensive to China 'than any 
of the western nations. The Japanese 
will not be regarded as foreigners in 
the sense that British or American 
soldiers are foreigners in the sight of 
the Chinese. The undying national 
hatrec of foreigners explains all the 
mysteries of the Chinese situation. : 

“Unfortunately,” says an English 
writer, “in China foreigners and 
Christians are synonymous terms, and 
are confounded in a common ¢ hate. 
Christianity is not objected te on ac- 
count of its dectrines, but because of 
foreizn origin. Missionaries are at- 
tacked not as religious teachers, but 
as foreigners. They are very generally 
believed to be spies in the pay of their 
respective governments, seeking by 
their teaching, healing, and: ‘various 
rites to steal th ehearts of the people 
and prepare the way for {he army that 
is to follow. This suspicion has heen 
= the greatest of all hindrances ‘to the 
| spread of Christianity in China, fand 
i -it is as allies of ithe foreigner that na- 
» tive Christians are persecuted, robbed 
and murdered.”

2 Yesterday furnished a new iilustra- 
tion of the weakness of tthe present 
methods. The majority of comman- 
ders had agreed that it was impera- 
tive to attack the native city beyond 

: foreign settlements and to ~ destroy 

: the artillery therein, which menaced 
the settlements. An attack was {fix- 
ed for four days ago, but was jpost+ 
poned because the Russian commander 
considered his men unfit for duty, 
after their recent work. It was again 
fixed for yesterday morning, but |was 
postponed because credible reports 
were in circulation that 10,090 reg- 
ulars from the northwest had : rein- 
forced the Chinese. 


Meantime the Chinese had removed 
two big guns on the fort near to the 
native city, and had planted ifour in 
the open, near the east arsenal two 
miles away. These shelled the city 
for faur hours, serding inqmore than 
hundred shells. They got the 

range of the public buildings and of 
the club houses, used as hospitals, 
and dropped shells all about them. 
4 Fortunately, most of the sheiis (were 
defective, and failed to burst, and the 
others had a small radius Of effective- 
ness.

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In the absence of a concerted plan 
the Russians sent a few rompanies of 
Cossacks, with two field guns and a 
Japanese battery of six three-pound- 
ens and two companies of infantry, 
supporting the English 12-pounders 
from H.M.S. Terrible, to silence ithem. 
The Terribie’s guns failed to get an 
effective position and the Russians 
had one gun dismounted and four men 
killed early in the engagement. 

The Japenese were confident that 
they silenced the guns in the_ open, 


buti it appeared to onlookers that 
these guns fired the last shots and 
the Japanese were retiring. 

There is no disagreement among 
tha commanders, but in the absence 
of a definite head, several iof them 
are disposed to follow their own me- 
thods, and they simply abstain from 
Operations contrary to those me- 
thods. The foreign pepula'tion is great- 
ly aroused concerning this apparent 
apathy. While the city is being 
bombarded, they are likely to suffer 
heavily, and they cannot understand 
tha apparent negligence of govern- 
ments to furnish relief and hy rein- 
forcements are not coming on faster.
